STATEMENT IN SUPPORT OF PETITION FOR REVIVAL OF AN APPLICATION

The Applicant filed the above-identified application on November 30, 2001 . At that 
time, the Applicant chose to elect that the application not be published pursuant to 35 U.S.C.
